The replies to the question 
of ethnic names SOCCER 
WORLD received from the 
Sydney clubs(Aug.16)has 
prompted me to add my own. 

It seems that the 
predominance of ethnic 
representation over a district 

flavor has been one of the 
factors that has long hin- 
dered the development of 
senior soccer as a spectator 
sport. 

While many ethnic clubs 
have undoubted economic 
and administrative capacity 
to remain at the top,they have 
only a limited and usually 
diminishing spectator base. 

Those clubs representing 
large migrant communities 
are obvious exceptions. 

APIA,Mareoni and Sydney 
Olympic are clearly here to 
stay but for others without 
the large Greek and Italian 
populations it will be much 
more difficult. 

It is not enough to simply 
change a club name.Such 
changes, where economic and 
political control remain in the 
hands of. the sponsoring 
ethnic clubsmare superficial. 

One need look no further 
than Sydney. City — and 
St.George for samples that 
this policy doesn 't work at all 
and is not even in the best in- 
terests of the game. 

lt is here that the develop- 
ment of soccer reaches an 
impasse. 

The reverse seems to be 
true of district clubs.They do 
have the potential for a wide 
spectator base but,as 
yet,have not delivered | 
goods. - 

The enormous success of} 
Newcastle shows quite 
clearly soccer's true poten- 
tial--given the economic and

administrative efficiency 
needed to activate that 
latent support. - 


The creative inputs and ex-
